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ROTC/SGA Clash Round 2

Student Government, after 
a marathon debate, passed a res¬ 
olution supporting the removal 
of ROTC from campus if the 
ban on gays in the military is 
not removed by July 15, the end 
of a six month waiting period 
imposed by Clinton. The meet¬ 
ing was attended by 16 mem¬ 
bers of ROTC and the military, 
who responded to an invitation 
from SGA President John 
O'Donnell. 

The resolution was the 
result of weeks of debate on the 
issue, which arose when student 
Matt Drouin, a homosexual who 
revealed his homosexuality to 
ROTC recruiters, was told he 
would not be allowed into 
ROTC. Druoin admitted to have 
no great desire to serve in the 
military, insisted that serving in 
ROTC would be a way to 
“serve the silent minority” of 
homosexuals who cannot join 
ROTC. He applied to the pro¬ 
gram before the president 
ordered the military to stop 
questioning for the sexual pref¬ 
erence of applicants. Drouin, a 
former senator, brought his 
problem to both Barbara 
Lyman, of UMass Lowell’s 


SGA Senator 
Stack accuses

Ms. Stack’s argu¬ 
ment was that she had been 
interviewed later by Peter 
Anton, news editor, and that his 
article was printed on page one 
for that same week. She did 
not understand why his article 
was printed late and hers was 
not. However, Stack says she 
understands the deadline policy 
but she also claims that she was 
misquoted in Anton’s article, 
that her words were taken out 
of context, and that her name

New materials research equipment 


Trouble for Clinton's 
Financial Aid proposals

A 2+ million equipment 
package was recently donated 
to the University by GTE of 
Waltham, Mass. The four pri¬ 
mary uses for the equipment 
are electron spectroscopy for 
chemical analysis, Raman 
spectroscopy, electron 
microscopy and ion mass spec¬ 
trometry. In essence, the equip¬ 
ment is able to design, charac¬ 
terize, process, and synthesize 
materials at a molecualr and 
atomic level. 

Several administrators are 
pleased with the arrival of the 
equipment clusters, which GTE 
could have easily sold. Dr. 
David Decker, vice-president 
and director of research at GTE 
explained “We had some very 
expensive, very powerful 
equipment. Moving it to a uni¬ 
versity setting would allow it 
to become a resource to the 
area.” The Lawrence Experi¬ 
mental Station has chosen the

WASHINGTON - College 
students who expected rapid 
improvements in financial aid 
under President Clinton’s 
administration will be disap¬ 
pointed by the most recent news 
coming out of the nation’s capi¬ 
tal. 

Education Secretary 
Richard Riley said budget prob¬ 
lems will prevent the govern¬ 
ment from increasing the cur¬ 
rent $2,300 Pell grants to indi¬ 
vidual .students right now. 

In addition. President Clin¬ 
ton’s law to let students work 
off college debts through com¬ 
munity service, the proposed 
National Service Trust Fund, 
likely will be phased in gradual¬ 
ly over a period of time, rather 
than launched in a massive pro¬ 
gram, White House assistants 
said. 

Press Secretary Dee Dee 
Myers said the new administra¬ 
tion is facing a deficit that is 
$60 billion to $100 billion high¬ 
er that it was last year when 
Clinton proposed the national 
Service Trust Fund. The presi¬ 
dent “had to reconsider a lot of 
his options based on the higher 
deficit numbers,” she said at a 
Feb. 4 news conference. 

Riley didn’t make too 
many friends on the collegiate 
level in one of his first public 
appearances when he warned 
that his department will proba¬ 
bly be unable to offer much 
financial aid immediately 
because of budge deficits. 

“I don’t want to bear sad 
tidings,” Riley said at a meeting 
of the National Association of 


Independent Colleges and Uni¬ 
versities (NAICU), which rep¬ 
resents about 1,600 private col¬ 
leges. But that’s exactly what 
he did. 

Raising the maximum grant 
to needy college students from 
$2,300 to $4,000, as recent pro¬ 
posals have suggested, is “not 
possible under the current cir¬ 
cumstances,” he said. 

During his campaign, Clin¬ 
ton promised to increase dra¬ 
matically the amount of finan¬ 
cial aid for higher education. 
Clinton also said one of his top 
priorities was to give any per¬ 
son, regardless of income, the 
opportunity to go to college. 
Working in public service after 
graduation would be a means of

Dartmouth Extends ROTC 
Deadline

Hanover, NH - Dartmouth Col¬ 
lege's Board of Trustees has 
approved a one-year extension 
of its deadline for discontinuing 
the school’s ROTC program 
unless the ban on gays and les¬ 
bians in the military is rescind¬ 
ed. 

President Clinton said he 
planned to end the ban by 
midyear 1993. The board 
announced Feb. 8 that the Dart¬ 
mouth deadline was extended to 
April 1994 because of Clinton's 
promised action. Many univer¬ 
sities and colleges have protest¬ 
ed the ban because it conflicts 
with their own non-discrimina- 
tory policies. 

Grads Develop More Skin 
Cancer 

As if getting a college 
degree is not hard enough, now 
there’s evidence that its benefits 
could be lethal. 

Male college graduates are 
2.6 times more likely to develop 
a type of deadly skin cancer 
known as malignant melanoma 
than a male who never graduat¬ 
ed high school, according to a 
study by Dr. Peter Lee and Dr. 
Mark Silverman, both formerly 
of the New York University 
School of Medicine. 

The finding, reported in a 
recent newsletter of the Skin 
Cancer Foundation, comes from 
a survey of 1.2 million Ameri¬ 
cans from 1982 to 1988 that 
divided participants into seven 


educational levels. 

According to the study, the 
more education a survey partici¬ 
pant received, the more 
melanomas they suffered. Sil¬ 
verman noted that college-edu¬ 
cated people with high incomes 
tend to work indoors in offices 
and are not regularly exposed to 
the sun, except on weekends. 

Intermittent sun exposure 
to untanned skin can result in 
severe sunburn, which is a 
major risk factor for melanoma. 
Cafateria food causes ills in 
Villanova 

VILLANOVA, Pa. - A 
school cafeteria was temporari¬ 
ly closed after more than 70 Vil¬ 
lanova University students got 
sick Feb. 9 and crowded into 
the emergency rooms at four 
area hospitals. Others were 
treated at the school infirmary 
and by paramedics. 

One student was admitted 
to the hospital. All of the stu¬ 
dents complained of nausea and 
vomiting, but most symptoms 
disappeared with 24 hours, uni¬ 
versity spokesman Stephen Bell 
said. 

‘it seems most of the stu¬ 
dents started going to the infir¬ 
mary around 9:30 or 10:00 
p.m.,” Bell said, noting that the 
cause of the widespread illness 
remains under investigation. 

Bell said the cafeteria in 
question, Donahue Hall, served 
the dormitories where 95 per¬ 
cent of the sick students lived. 
However, the cafeteria was 
reopened within hours after an 


investigation by Pennsylvania 
health officials. 

“At this time there is no 
evidence to link this outbreak 
with food,” said Bell, noting 
that the bacteria level in the 
cafeteria’s drinking water was 
also examined and found to be 
safe. 

The outbreak kept emer¬ 
gency room staffs busy at the 
four area hospitals. Bell said. 
Most students returned to class, 
but some were still recovering 
in their dorms about a week 
later, he said. 

Students Urged to Pay Tuition 
In Coins 

SANTA BARBARA, Calif 
- University of Califomia-Santa 
Barbara students should pay 
their spring tuition with small 
coins to protest recent fee hikes, 
a student government group rec¬ 
ommended. 

The bill calling for “Short 
Change Day” was approved by 
the Associated Students Leg¬ 
islative Council. 

“It’s basically to make a 
statement that every cent mat¬ 
ters to student and every dollar 
they raise the fees is felt,” Mark 
Milstein, a representative on the 
council, told The Daily Nexus. 
“It’s not designed to make a 
statement.” 

The bill was passed by a 9- 
1 vote, with three abstentions. 

“It’s almost comic ... it’s a 
radical action,” said Cliff John¬ 
son, another representative.

was misspelled. “Fm not happy 
with the fact that I was misquot¬ 
ed and my name was spelled 
wrong,” Stack explains, “ but 
the Connector has been good to 
me (in the past) and I may have 
been a little hasty in my anger.” 

Peter Anton has a different 
story. He argues that there was 
no way the quotes could have 
been taken out of context. “First 
of all, she was not misquoted- I 
checked my records and they 
were extremely detailed. The 
printed quotes do not differ 
from the interview itself.” 
Anton also points out that dur^ 
ing this week’s SGA meeting, 
some, including Terri Stack, 
called the Connector “inaccu¬ 
rate”. “The inaccuracies in the 
story were a result of SGA’s 
lack of understanding of parlia¬ 
mentary procedure and ineffec¬ 
tive bookkeeping,” says Anton. 


The Affirmative 

Action/Equal Opportunity state¬ 
ment and Article IV, section 
seven of the Student Conduct 
Code clearly state that there 
shall be no discrimination 
because of race, color, sex, mar¬ 
ital status, sexual preference, 
religion, age, national origin, 
handicap, or veteran status. 

In keeping with the poli¬ 
cies of the University of Mas¬ 
sachusetts and laws of the Com¬ 
monwealth the Student Govern¬ 
ment Association condemns the 
policies and actions that result¬ 
ed in a ban on homosexuals in 
the US military. This policy 
had led to the direct violation of 
UMass Lowell student rights by 
the Air Force and Army 
Reserve Officer Training Corps 
(ROTC) in clear violation of the 
Massachusetts law. The UMass 
Lowell SGA strongly supports 
elimination of any and all poli¬ 
cies that result in the denial of 
rights to any student or citizen 
of the United States. 

The Student Government 
Association of the University of 
Massachusetts at Lowell has 
suspended action at this time 


“ First of all, the motion failed. 
SGA corrected themselves one 
full week after I wrote my story. 
Second, I recorded that 14 
voted in favor of the resolution 
and 14 people actually did vote 
in favor, according to the sen¬ 
ate’s minutes. John O’ Donnell 
confirmed this as well as Kevin 
Rourke.” Pete also questions the 
reliability of his sources. “As a 
reporter, 1 have to evaluate the 
trustworthiness of my sources. 
As a result, 1 will no longer 
consider SGA’s minutes, or for 
that matter, many members of 
SGA, as reliable sources.” 
Anton adds, “I’m also extreme¬ 
ly angered that SGA adjourned 
(the meeting) after three hours 
of work and did not give any¬ 
one a chance to respond to the 
slanders they said during the 
meeting.” 


requesting an immediate 
removal of ROTC from the 
UMass Lowell campus and the 
stale owned facilities these pro¬ 
grams occupy pending a formal 
decision on the ban by President 
Clinton. The UMass Lowell 
SGA believes an end to the 
questioning of ROTC applicants 
concerning sexual preference is 
a positive first step in eliminat¬ 
ing the discriminatory ban on 
homosexuals. The SGA 
believes a continuation of the 
ban after the six month period 
given for study of this issue is 
unlikely. If this does occur 
though, and the ban remains in 
place, the SGA will support any 
actions to remove the Air Force 
and Army ROTC from campus. 

The Student Government 
Association realizes that many 
students depend on the ROTC 
programs to fund their educa¬ 
tion. This is not an attack on 
these students in any way. The 
SGA simply wishes to open this 
opportunity to those who may 
be denied the benefit of a col¬ 
lege education and the privilege 
of serv ing their countr>' because 
of discrimination.

rise in doctoral programs and 
activities. However, the exact 
number of how many students 
will directly hienefit from this is 
currently unknown. Two former 
GTE employees, Dr. Changmo 
Sung and Dr. Daniel Sandman, 
have been hired as associate 
directors of the program along 
with Professor of Electrical Engi¬ 
neering Dr. Michael Fiddy. The 
reason UMass has been chosen 
by GTE is due to GTE’s respect 
for Umass faculty members (such 
as Chemistry Department profes¬ 
sor Dr. Sukant Tripathy) and the 
use the university will make of 
the clusters. 

Although GTE was consider¬ 
ing other unnamed universities.

of the Massachusetts Law.” The 
resolution declares “SGA will 
support any action to remove the 
Air Force and Army ROTC from 
campus” if the ban on gays in 
the military remains in place 
after the six month trial period 
imposed by President Clinton.

At the last SGA meeting, on 
February 10, 1993, a motion was 
made to pass the resolution. 
During the discussion that 
ensued, an amendment to the 
motion changed the resolution 
into “an important question,” 
which would have made the res¬ 
olution official policy of SGA. 
As such, SGA was required by 
parliamentary procedure to wait 
at least one week, during which 
they must announce the vote to 
those they are representing. 
Also, the amendment making the 
resolution a policy of SGA 
imposes a requirement of two 
thirds of all SGA members— not 
just those present at a meeting— 
to vote in favor for it to pass. 
“We had a constitutional crisis 
last week,” said SGA President 
John O’Donnell during last 
night’s meeting. When the 
movement came to a vote two 
weeks ago, the final vote count 
was 13 in favor, 4 against, with 3 
abstaining— one less yea vote 
than was originally reported in 
both The Connector and SGA 
Minutes from that meeting. 

Last night, SGA corrected 
their error in voting on an 
importnat question without a 
wailing period by declaring the 
original vote null and void. After 
some discussion, SGA Vice 
President Ken Northrup moved 
to accept the resolution. 

O’Donnell read a letter to 
SGA written by Matt Drouin, 
who arrived to the meeting late. 

In the letter, Drouin reminded 
SGA that ROTC can discrimi¬ 
nate against homosexuals who 
are open about their sexuality 
with their superiors. The issue is 
not about gays in the military; 
the issue is about discrimination, 
Drouin said in the letter. “Ser¬ 
vice is selective, but all must be 
able to be selected.” 

Among the people who

spoke for the military and ROTC 
was Colonel Brent James, who 
reminded SGA that all people 
can take the courses offered by 
ROTC for academic credit. 
“The real issue is the word dis¬ 
crimination. 1 don’t think this is 
discrimination. You can’t link 
this [policy] with racial segrega¬ 
tion... We are setting standards in 
order to have a more effective 
organization.” Col. James went 
on to add there are many issues 
which ROTC must face which 
are made difficult by gays in the 
military. 

Discussion then began 
among the senators. Kevin 
Rourke spoke first, attempting to 
clarify the resolution’s meaning. 
The guidelines for the Student 
Services Committee call for the 
group to “protect the rights of all 
students,” Rourke said. “It is 
unfair to withhold benefits from 
those who are homosexual.” 

Northrup added the SGA 
was passing th resolution to 
“send a message [to Washington] 
that UMass Lowell’s students are 
unhappy that certain people can’t 
serve” in the military. “We don’t 
want to have to some bad to 
[ROTC] students” if the ban is 
not stopped by supporting the 
expulsion of ROTC from cam¬ 
pus. “The ban must stop,” he 
declared. 

As was the case when the 
motion was first made, most 
vocal against the motion was 
Terri Stack, a member of The 
Air Force National Guard for the 
past 6 years. She claimed to be 
propositioned by 3 other females 
while serving in the Air Force. 
“What’s more important— civil 
rights or discrimination. The 
motion is an attack on students 
in ROTC,” as it will effectively 
remove those students who are 
in ROTC from school. 

Matt Drouin arrived at the 
meeting late, but added to the 
discussion “One sixth of the 
population is either homosexual 
or bisexual.” 

SGA President O’Donnell 
then opened the discussion to the 
other ROTC members who 
attended by changing the format 
to a moderated discussion for ten 
minutes. The period was extend¬ 
ed to twenty. ROTC sophomore 


Robert Michaud walked around 
Senate Chambers, looking each 
senator in the face, challenging 
them to look back, knowing that 
“if ROTC is not allowed on cam¬ 
pus, I will not be able” to contin¬ 
ue school. 

Stack then tried to amend 
the resolution by removing the 
last sentence of the third para¬ 
graph, declaring SGA’s intention 
to support ROTC’s removal if 
the ban remains. After some 
discussion, as well as some par¬ 
liamentary maneuvering, the 
amendment failed. 

As happened two weeks 
ago, a motion was made to 
change the resolution into an 
important question, this time by 
Senator Brian Mahoney. As an 
importnat question, the resolu¬ 
tion requires a two-thirds vote, 
which it might not receive. “1 
made the motion because ...I 
didn’t want [the resolution] to 
pass,” Mahoney said. “I’m not 
against gays in the military,” but 
the motion affects too many peo¬ 
ple who are innocent in the mat¬ 
ter, said Mahoney. 

After the motion passed, 
Terri Stack told Senate “It’s sad 
you can play with p)eople’s lives 
like that,” referring to the poten¬ 
tial damage those in ROTC can 
receive if ROTC is banned.

paying off college loans. 

But Riley said those plans 
will have to be phased in more 
slowly that the new administra¬ 
tion had anticipated. 

Riley has not elaborated on 
his comments since the Feb. 4 
speech, and Department of 
Education officials said they 
had no new'information to add. 

Riley said her recently 
learned that his department’s 
budget deficit was $600 million 
worse than what he had expect¬ 
ed because of miscalculations. 
Part of the department’s short¬ 
fall stems from debts incurred 
during the last two years when 
$2 billion more was doled out 
in college grants than was 
available.

Hate crimes committed out 


study shows

New Haven, Conn. - Hate crimes generally are committed by members of 
radical fringe groups who are spurred more by a sense of loss of control 
over their own lives than any perceived threat posed by “outsiders,” a Yale 
j University study said. 

Researchers from the university’s political science and psychology 
departments are studying the causes of bias-motivated crimes, including 
factors such as economic hardship, types of crimes, the groups that are 
being victimized and the role of the Ku Klux Klan and other right-wing 
groups in these activities. 

TTie study focused on 480 incidents against African American, Jews, 
gays and Asian Americans that took place between 1987 and 1991 in 
North Carolina, New Jersey, Arkansas and several states in the Northwest, 
as well as some municipalities. 

The data gathered so far indicated that there is no correlation between 
economic hardship and an increase in hate crimes, results that conflict with

conventional wisdom on the sub¬ 
ject, said Donald Green, assistant 
professor of political science. 

“In Germany, for example, 
many have made a link between, 
the incidents of violence and the 
influx of foreigners into the coun¬ 
try and the supposed economic 
hardship they bring,’ he said. “Yet 
there is nothing in our research that 
supports this theory. Times don’t 
have to be hard for the violence to 
come to the surface. 1 think a far 
more important motivator is fear of 
outgroups, fear of loss of control, 
and the presence of easy targets to 
last out against.” 

The most widespread form of 
hate crime is verbal abuse, 
although physical assaults are com¬ 
mon. Events such as “Dress Like a 
Nigger Day” at a New Jersey col¬ 
lege also can be classified as bias 
crimes, even though they involve 
no physical violence. 

“These types of crimes are 
often not reported, and seldom 
prosecuted - they are usually 
deemed ‘just a prank,*” Green said. 

Gays and lesbians are frequent 
victims of assault, accounting for 
nearly half the violent bias 
incidents in North Carolina, one of 
the key research areas, the study 
said. 

Certain regions tend to special¬ 
ize in victims and crimes, but there 
is no correlation between these 
regions* economic standards and 
those of their neighbors. “You get 
specialized, idiosyncratic hate-in 
small groups,” Green Said. “One 
fringe group will have their list of 
outsiders who they especially 
despise, and also will have a crimi¬ 
nal mode of operation which they 
prefer - such as graffiti or cross- 
burning.” 

Green said documentation on 
hate crimes in the United States has 
been difficult to obtain because no 
government agency maintained 
these kind of figures. The Hate 
Crimes Statistics Act of 1990 
called for all bias crimes to be doc¬ 
umented with the federal govern¬ 
ment. but the information is filed 
on a voluntary basis. Only 13 states 
complied in 1991.

(Bruce Campbell) battles the 
Evil Dead in Army of Darkness. 


Army of Darkness is no 
Evil Dead 2, but worthwhile

People going to see Army of 
Darkness will generally fall 
into two categories: those who 
have seen the Evil Dead movies 
and those who haven’t. 

The former will probably be 
disappointed, since this new 
movie isn’t as daring as its pre¬ 
decessors. Unlikefv// Dead 
(1982) and Evil Dead 2 (1987), 
Army of Darkness was submit¬ 
ted to the Ratings Board and 
legitimized with an R; it’s too 
tame for Sam Raimi fans. 
Everyone in it survives, blood 
spurts when it should spew, and 
old bits of nastiness are remade 
for kids and concerned parents. 

The latter shouldn’t even be 
there. The movie isn’t called 
Evil Dead 3 , but it joins the 
first two in a bizarre genre all 
their own; if you haven’t 
laughed at flying eyeballs, 
blood floods, self-mutilation, 
and dancing corpses before, 
chances are you won’t have a 
great time at Army of Darkness. 
Raimi demands that you tune 
into his wavelength, and 
whether you can or can’t 
depends, 1 think, on the kind of 
person you are. 

If the second Evil Dead 
movie was an inspired remake 
of the first one, then the third 
movie is a mild-mannered rip- 
off of the second one. The story 
is incredibly simple. Ash (Bruce 
Campbell), an S-Mart store 
clerk, stumbles over the ’’Book 
of the Dead” in a backwoods 
cabin and inadvertently sum¬ 
mons a batch of evil spirits. The 
undead have many talents: they 


can possess bodies and body 
parts, manipulate objects, slip 
through time and space with 
ease, and torment their victims 
with hysterical laughter. The 
resourceful Ash takes up an axe, 
shotgun, and chainsaw, and bat¬ 
tles the demons, who use him as 
a punching bag. Army of Dark¬ 
ness starts off in 1300 A.D., 
where the “Book of the Dead” 
originated. Here Ash goofs up 
an incantation and faces a 
legion of skeletons led by his 
malevolent alter-ego, “Bad 
Ash.” (Apparently the series’ 
streak of brilliance doesn’t 
include coming up with decent 
names for anyone.) Ash takes 
refuge in a medieval castle and 
convinces ’’the primitives” to 
join up with a rival band and 
defeat the skeletal horde. 

Bruce Campbell is in every 
scene, and his unique blend of 
Errol Flynn acrobatics and Indi¬ 
ana Jones vulnerability makes 
this special-effects orgy work. 
Ash can perform aerial somer¬ 
saults, swing on ropes, and duel 
two men at once, but when he’s 
smacked he reacts like a car¬ 
toon, bulging his eyeballs and 
dropping his jaw in agony. He’d 
make a great silent screen star, 
although he works all of his dia¬ 
logue into a comedy riff. (I’d 
love to quote away, but the lines 
have a context too delicate to 
reproduce.) 

One of Raimi’s virtues is 
that he doesn’t dawdle. When 
the castle is stormed by dozens 
of stop-motion-animated zom¬ 
bies, Raimi doesn’t slow down 
the action to show off his 


effects. And there’s real wit in 
the swooping camera move¬ 
ments and rat-a-tat editing; the 
ham-and-egg extras who play 
the virtuous knights seem to be 
acting in a hurricane. 

Army of Darkness is the 
kind of movie that cultural 
watchdogs point out as proof 
that American society is 
whirling down a sinkhole; that, 
if anything, makes it worth¬ 
while viewing. It’s also the 
enemy of classicist film critics 
and college professors who hold 
Alexander Nevsky and Beowulf 
in higher esteem, although the 
Evil Dead movies are just as 
intelligently conceived, imma¬ 
ture and pointless. 

Evil Dead 2 had so many 
classic scenes that watching it 
was like a binge. It showed that 
if you gave a mad genius like 
Raimi the right materials and 
funding, he could come up with 
something years ahead of its 
time. Army of Darkness isn’t 
that good. Raimi tries some of 
the same things, but he pulls 
back when the image suggests 
something offensive or provoca¬ 
tive. Instead of shooting an eye¬ 
ball into a screaming woman’s 
mouth, he flings a severed hand 
over someone’s face. God 
knows he’s welcome, but he 
keeps himself m chbck. Ev/T* 
Dead 2 was a movie to see 
after midnight, either alone or 
with close friends. Army of 
Darkness is a ghoulie matinee 
for the whole family. It’s a step 
up and a step back.

There’s a STAR in your Belly...

“STAR,” the first full length offering by Belly, 
is now available on the Sire label. Created and 
lead by ex-throwing Muses member Tanya 
Donelly, Belly proves to be as thought provoking 
and intense as the Muses, if not more. 

Donelly wrote the songs for the album when 
Kristen Hersh (Throwing Muses’s front woman), 
put the band on hold after the release of their 
‘Real Ramona album (1991). When the Muses re¬ 
assembled to begin work for their latest release 
‘Red Heaven’, Hersh refuted Donelly’s work on 
the terms that it wasn’t “Throwing Muses materi¬ 
al.” Donelly, who was already restricted to writ¬ 
ing only a couple of songs for any Throwing 
Muses offering, had became confidant in her 
work and felt it w^s time to express herself. Thus, 
the tensions rose, and Belly became Donelly’s 
output. 

At times it is difficult to agree with Hersh’s 
opinion against Donelly’s work. The Throwing 
Muses “sound” is most apparent on the tracks 
‘Dusted’ and ‘Slow dog’ (both also appear on the 
‘Slow dust’ e.p., released late last year). Donel¬ 
ly’s style of writing lyrics also displays a strong 
link to Hersh’s, but this does not work against her. 


Donelly is less extreme than Hersh, but both writ¬ 
ers tend to make their lyrical points in round 
about ways. 

In all, the album contains eleven new tracks, 
as well as three tracks from the ‘Slow dust’ e.p., 
and the title track from the ‘Gepetto’ e.p. The 
e.p. tracks are stylistically different on the album. 
The e.p. version of ‘Low Red Moon’ was a slow 
dirge, indespirsed with howling lyrics. The new 
album version contains drums, which help to 
emphasize the strength of the lyrics, and make the 
song more listenable. 

The music on the album has a certain camp¬ 
fire quality to it. The acoustic guitar in the song 
‘Untogether’, lends itself to a sing along atmo¬ 
sphere. The slide guitar punctuates the effect. The 
songs are kept simple, which allows the album to 
be ruled by Donelly’s magnificent and diverse 
vocals. Donelly can be soothing and cool at some 
points, particularly in the song ‘Witch’. At other 
times, she can sing like a banshee, reminiscent of 
Sinead O’Connor. Donelly does it better. 

Everything considered, ‘STAR’ is an album 
best worshiped for Donelly’s song writing abili¬ 
ties, which for her first attempt, proves that she 
can only get bigger and better - on her own.

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Man • 
shocked 
by story 
that he gave 
$10 million

Philadelphia - Daniel John¬ 
son wasn’t aware that he had 
donated $10 million to the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania Medi¬ 
cal School until he read his 
name in USA Today earlier this 
month. 

That’s because he didn’t. 

Much to Johnson’s amaze¬ 
ment, the national newspaper 
ran a story which mistakenly 
identified him as a Boston doc¬ 
tor who donated $10 million to 
provide free tuition for 25 med¬ 
ical students annually. His 
name also appeared in an AP 
wire service story. The actual 
donor, a university alumnus, 
remains anonymous. 

“I was sitting on an airplane 
reading the paper, and when I 
got to the D section it was quite 
surprising to see my name,” 
said Johnson, who is the speak¬ 
er of the House of Delegates of 
the American Medical Associa¬ 
tion. 

Johnson said last week that 
he feels bad for the anonymous 
doctor and his wife who made 
the donation. 

“It really was a wonderful 
donation made much more 
magnanimous because it was 
anonymous,” he said. Johnson 
added he thinks the donors 
acted with “the finest interest of 
philanthropy” and feels bad that 
he was mistakenly given the 
credit. 

“It had to be a terrible thing 
for them,” Johnson said. 

When William Kelley, dean 
of the medical school 
announced the donation several 
weeks ago, he said that the 
donor and his wife were “a 
humble couple who wish to 
remain anonymous...hopefully 
at (a) later date they will choose 
to come forward.” 

The $10 million was used to 
establish a fund which officials 
hope will eventually provide 
free medical school tuition for 
all medical students, thus 
allowing them to enter the field 
of their choice without con¬ 
straints due to heavy education 
debt. 

Johnson said his only other 
concern is that after being given 
credit for a $10 million dona¬ 
tion, he might be called upon to 
meet other needs as well. 

“I don’t want people think¬ 
ing I’ve won the lottery since I 
certainly haven’t,” he said.

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Assault reports increase at MSU

EAST LANSING, Mich. - The number of sexual 
assaults reported at Michigan State University may be 
among the highest in the nation, but officials there see 
the increase as a positive sign that women are finally 
coming forward to report the crime. 

Officials credit the “Sexual Assault Guarantee,” a 
one-page flier developed by a female police officer, for 
the growing number of women reporting sex crimes. 

Twenty-two felonies and seven misdemeanors 
involving sexual assault at MSU were reported in 1992 
to the Department of Public Safety, according to Capt. 
Mike Rice, one of 48 police officers on the MSU cam¬ 
pus. 

“You must keep in mind that we are one of the 
largest campuses in the world. This is a huge place,” 
Rice said of the community of 43,000 students. 

MSU reported the second-highest number of sexual 
assaults in the nation - 12 - in 1991. The University of 
Massachusetts at Amherst, with an enrollment of about 
25,000, was first in the nation with 18 according to a 
study published in the Chronicle for Higher Education. 

Crime statistics from U.S. college campuses are 
required to be reported yearly under the Campus Secu¬ 
rity Act of 1990. The act requires colleges to develop a 
campus security policy and promote awareness of cam¬ 
pus crimes. 

MSU’s Sexual Assault Guarantee, developed near¬ 
ly two years ago, is one of several innovative strategies 
being used on campuses to encourage women to report 
sex crimes. 

“There are about a dozen campuses throughout the 
country doing something like this,” Rice said. “We 
have gotten positive feedback from people in the com¬ 
munity who have been vocal about the problem in the 
past. Our signal is that we are concerned about the 
problem, that we are willing to listen.” 



“Bruce Benson, the head of our department, was 
immediately attracted to the idea,”Rice said. 

Each person who reports an assault is met privately 
at a location of her choice and given a copy of the guar¬ 
antee that outlines how she can expect to be treated by 
police officers. 

The victim is notified that she may choose to be 
interviewed by a male or female officer, and a promise 
is made that the victim’s name will not be released to 
the public or to the press. 

“Our officers will not prejudge you, and you will 
not be blamed for what occurred,” reads the guarantee. 
“We will treat you and your particular case with cour¬ 
tesy, sensitivity, dignity, understanding and profession¬ 
alism.” 

The guarantee further states that the DPS will 
“fully investigate your case: and will keep the victim 
up-to-date on the progress of the investigation. 

The guarantee promises to help the victim arrange 
for hospital care, medical needs or, if necessary, coun¬ 
seling and therapy. 

Rice added that he is encouraged about the problem 
of acquaintance rape becoming an open issue on col¬ 
lege campuses. 

“The problem is not a big, thick, ugly man Jumping 
out of a tree at night. ... The college problem is 
acquaintance rape, and it is usually exacerbated by 
alcohol abuse,” he said.. 

Merry Morash, director of the School of Criminal 
Justice, said the Sexual Assault Guarantee is a reflec¬ 
tion of the university’s attitude toward rape. 

“MSU has worked hard to develop programs in 
dorms to create an atmosphere conducive to reporting 
date rape. We have men’s groups and many different 
programs that are teaching people how to define the 
problem,” Morash said.

About the Student Government 


Student apathy is a major 
problem here on campus. Most 
students don’t stay up to date on 
what is happening here. My 
name is Brian Andriolo and I 
have been a member of the Stu¬ 
dent Government Association 
(SGA) for almost two years 
now. I would like to tell you 
some of the things that the SGA 
has done in fulfilling it’s duty to 
represent the best interests of 
the students here at U-Mass 
Lowell..We have been very 
busy with a large number of 
problems, but I would like to 
discuss two major concerns that 
greatly affect almost every stu¬ 
dent that attends this University 
and the actions the SGA has 
taken in handling these 
issues—the parking problem 
and the bookstore issue. 

By now, most students are 
aware of the recent blockade of 
the administrative parking lot at 
Cumnock Hall. Although not an 
official SGA action, all the 
protesters were SGA members 
or friends of SGA members. 
This action came after several 
meetings with administrative 
officials in attempts to solve the 
parking problem. Because of 


the lackluster efforts of the 
administration, we decided to 
do this to send a message to the 
administration that students are 
extremely angry because noth¬ 
ing has been done and to place 
solving the perennial parking 
problem on the top of their 
agenda. Needless to say, I am 
sure SGA will consider taking 
further similar actions if the 
administration continues to 
ignore the demands of the stu¬ 
dents. 

Last year, while the debate 
was going on whether or not to 
move the bookstore downtown, 
the SGA was very active in try¬ 
ing to keep it on campus. A 
petition drive done by SGA 
members collected thousands of 
signatures. We organized sever¬ 
al rallies to show the adminis¬ 
tration that the students wanted 
the bookstore kept on campus. 
On last years election ballets, 
we placed a referendum asking 
students if they wanted the 
bookstore downtovyn or on cam¬ 
pus. Approximately 95% of the 
students voted in favor of keep¬ 
ing it on campus. Chancellor 
Hogan formed a special com¬ 
mittee of students to make rec¬ 


ommendations concerning the 
bookstore issue. Several of 
these students were SGA mem¬ 
bers. They recommended to the 
Chancellor that the bookstore 
should remain on campus. 

these were just some of the 
actions your SGA has taken to 
represent the best interests of 
the students here. Along with 
handling these two important 
issues, the SGA does a lot more. 
We are currently engaged in an 
effort to put an end to racism on 
campus. We also do several 
community activities to help 
benefit the University and the 
City of Lowell. I will go into 
this topic in next week’s edition. 
I hope after reading this, every¬ 
one has a better grasp on some 
of the things that the SGA does.

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UMass-Lowell Rowers Compete 
In World Championships

On Sunday, February 14th, four rowers and one coach from UMass Lxiwell Crew competed in the 
CRASH-B Sprints World Indoor Rowing Championships at MIT in Cambridge. The race is a 2500 
meter sprint on a Concept II rowing ergometer and draws about 1000 entrants from all over the world. 
Most of the competitors are collegiate and club rowers looking to break up the tedium of the indoor 
winter training they must endure until the rivers thaw. Also present were many U.S. and foreign nation¬ 
al team members, including Tom Bohrer and Pat Manning, silver medalists in the U.S. straight four in 
Barcelona last summer. Rowing for Lowell were head coach Bill McGowan, a former Northeastern 
University oarsman, John Belanger, Adam Stein, Sean Maloney, and Mike Manley. 

Despite the high heat and humidity levels the rowers encountered in the Rockwell Cage, everyone 
rowed well. Bill McGowan, rowing in the Masters Men class, completed his 2500 meters in a blazing 8 
minutes and 28 seconds. This time was faster than that of any of Lowell’s varsity oarsmen. John 
Belanger was forced to lose five pounds in an hour before the race in order to make the 165 pound 
weight limit for the Lightweight Men’s class. This rapid weight loss did not deter him from pulling an 
8:35.8, a personal best. Adam Stein finished his sprint 0.2 seconds behind Belanger with a time of 
8:36.0. Sean Maloney turned in an*8:45.8, but later redeemed himself in a fixed-seat rowing event. 
Mike Manley, not quite fully recovered from an illness, hung in for an 8:56. 

Following the 2500 meter races, Belanger and Maloney competed in fixed-seat 1000 meter sprints 
sponsored by the Hull Lifesaving Museum. This event simulates rowing in a boat which does not have 
the advantage of a sliding seat and involves primarily the muscles of the back and arms. Maloney 
pulled the thousand in 3:28, followed by Belanger with a 3:30. 

This race was just a stop along the way for Belanger, who will be completing testing for the U.S. 
National team this weekend. The rowers had fun accumulating lactic acid in most major muscle groups 
at the CRASH-B’s and are back in the boathouse training for the spring races. Pray to the river Gods 
for an early thaw!
